Crisis Facing Merchant 


Marine Is Increasing. 


Washington.—"The Decline and 


Fall of American Shipping" might 
well be the secondary title for a 
volume just issued by the bureau of 
navigation and steamboat inspec- 
tion of the Department of Com- 
merce which traces the entire ship- 
ping industry from 1787 to 1932. 


The rapid increase In sailing ves 


sels and their decline, giving way 
to similar increase an<j decline In 
the number of steam vessels which 
are now giving way gradually to 
motor vessels, Is a picturesque fea- 
ture of the book. 


Half-Million-Ton Start- 


When Washington became Presi-^ 


dent there were fewer than a half- 
million tons of merchant sailing 
vessels flying the American flg. 


When Robert Fulton sent bis Cler- 


mont flying up the Hudson by steam 
po%ver in 1807 at an astounding 
speed which almost any boy toda> 
can duplicate on a velocipede, these 
half-million tons had Increased to 
one and a quarter million. Then 
began In earnest the conflict be- 
tween sail and steam, but sail held 
Its own so that when the war with 
Mexico broke out In 1846-1847 sail- 
Ing tonnage under the American 
flag was nearly two and a ha*f mil- 
lion tons, or six times the stea*n 
total. 


The clipper ship reached 
its 


proud peak In the '50s, when sail- 
Ing tonnage afloat reached four and 
a half million tons, compared to 
three-quarters of a million steam 
tons. 


The sailing ship began facing its 


defeat In earnest as the southern 
states yielded at Appomattor, and 
from then on the supremacy of sail 
over steam was definitely over.

OF ENERGY WAVES 


Experiment Confirms Discov- 


. ery of New Element.

New STork.—Startling proof that 


atoms, smallest particles of matter, 
are 
really 
nackets of 
electrical 


waves, has been obtained by burst- 
ing aluminum metal atoms. 


This feat has been achieved by 


Dr. M. A. Tuve and his colleagues, 
L. M. Hafstad and 0. .Dahl of the 
department of territorial magnet- 
ism, Carnegie institute, Washington, 
who received the §1,000 prize of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science in 1931. 
. Besides proving that matter is 
really bundles of energy waves, the 
present experimenters confirmed the 
existence of the newly discovered 
elements "neuton," or "neutron." 
Also, they converted lithium, boron 
aid other atoms into helium. 


These amazing transformations 


of iJiiatter from one simple .condition 
into, another were achieved by the ! 
us~e, of the Van de Graaff type of 
electrical power producing machine, 
a 
marvelous American invention 


from which it is expected enor- 
mous electrical power can be ob- 
tained-at a-very-small cost. 


The report of.the Carnegie insti- 


tute' scientists' work was made pnb- 
lic in a lecture given by Doctor Tuve 
himself upon the subject of "Atomic 
Nucleus and High Voltage." 


The Van de Graaff apparatus in 


this case consisted of an aluminum I 
hollow .sphere, in which a moving 
silk belt produced an 
electrical 


charge. 
When there are two such 


spheres, one charged positively, the 
other negatively, a

New York.—A hlgh»peed method 


of grafting living human nerves 
froiD the leg to the face, enabling 
the victims of facial paralysis to 
recovery from three to eight times 
more rapidly than under former 
treiilmentH, hus been announced by 
the Milllmiik Memorial fund. 
. The new method restores emo- 
tlonnl expression as well as control 
of mim-lm 
It lias been developed 


by Dr. Arthur 14. Duel of this city 
and Sir rimrlwj Ballunce of Lon- 
don. 


The experimenting was done with 


animals, but 17 human beings al- 
ready have been operated on suc- 
cessfully by Doctor Duel, and three 
of these In one month showed signs 
of returning nerve control previ- 
ously not noted In less than three 
to eight months. 


A sensory nerve is taken from 


the patient's leg and spliced In much 
the same way as a rope into the 
deadened 
section 
of 
the 
facial 


nerve. 
The leg loses some of Its 


"feeling'1 
Temporarily1. 


To speed up the growth of the 


transplanted nerve in Us new sur- 
roundings. It Is treated in advance 
while still in the leg, much as seeds 
are treated In scientific methods 
of speeding up agricultural growth.
